Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claim language only at best reflects the assumption made by the examiner in finally rejecting the 
claims on 3/6/2006. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues first with regards to claim15 that 
Fujioka does not image an object remote of the scanner. It should be noted that there is a glass plate between the scanner and any 
transparency, therefore even a transparency would be considered remote from the scanner and it is clearly taught to be focused by 
Fujioka. It further should be noted that an image on black board would also be imaged and focused by they scanner's optics. Applicant's 
second argument asserts that the Examiner took official notice, which is incorrect the rejection was a 35 U.S.C. § 102 rejection and 
therefore the examiner asserted that it is inherent that the optics for projecting would be able to image the surface to be projected upon, 
even if the quality of that image was not very good. The ability for common projector optics to do so is demonstrated by the Sakai 
reference (JP6-1 48744) which clearly shows in figurel 1 a light beam from a projection surface being imaged through projector optics 7, 
through a transparency 3 and down to a scanner of some sort (14) Accordingly applicant's assertion that the optics of Fujioka can not 
perform the claimed function is incorrect and applicant's argument's are found to be non-persuasive. Applicant argues all other rejections 
based upon that incorrect argument. For a more detail discussion applicant is directed to the arguments in the final rejection mailed on 
3/6/2006. 
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
